FIVE BARNS BURNED 


IN YORK COUNTY. 


A number of barns in York county 


were destroyed l>y lightning, together u ith 
croi>8 .ind a number of head of cattle dur- 
ing the storm on Thursday night. The 
properties known to have been damaged 
or destroyed were barns on the farms of 
Harry Picket, near Weiglestown, and of 
John Altlaud, near Bigmount, Dover 
township, of Philip Gladfelter, near Sev- 
en Valleys, of Milton Ruby,3 miles north 
of York," and of P. A. & S. Small Co , 
near North York. 


One of the fires nearest York was that 


on the Small farm. No cattle or live 
stock were burned, the greatest loss be- 
ing that from the summer's crops. Loss, 
over $5,000. Mrs. E. M Stump, who re 
Bides on the farm, first noticed the flames, 
and the Liberty Fire Co , of York, which 
was summoned, saved the surrounding 
buildings. 


Milton Rnby sustained a heavy loss, as 


the crops from 164 acres were all consum- 
ed, although the live stock was saved. 
The barn was about 100x45 feet, and con- 
tained about 1800 bushels of unthreshed 
wheat. 80 tons of hay, oats, farm imple 
ments, feed and fertilizers. 
Straw and 


fodder stacks were a'so destroyed. The 
loss is estimated at $10,000 


Mrs. Philip Glad feller's loss included 


the barn, wagon shed, corn crib and hog 
stables, farming implements, the season's 
crops and some fertilizers, the live stock 
having been saved. Lose about $2,500. 


The loss on the Fickes farm is about 


$3,500. The barn was 80x40 feet and con 
tained the season's crops. The live stock 
and nearly all the farming implements 
we*e saved. A gasoline engine wa=s the 
means of saving the dwelling house by 
pumping a stream of water from Conewa 
go creek. 
* 


John Altland, near Bigmonnt, sustain- 


ed a loss of the season's crops with the 
barn and most of the farming imple 
ments. 


The five fires could be plainly seen 


from New Oxford. 


RUNAWAY IN DEATH DASH 
York, Aug. 20—The "telephone saved 


to stop a wildly dashing runaway horse 
6n the pike between Wrightsville and 
Long Level to-day, but not before Samu- 
el Hinkle, 55 years old, a farmer of that 
•vicinity, had been dashed to death in his 
terrible ride. Hinkle rode in a dogcart, 
and his horse, a vicious animal, is supposed 
to have started kicking until the driver 
fell backward with hie left foot caught fast 
by the singletree. In this position, he 
was dragged three miles by the runaway 
until a hurried 'phone call from one farm- 
house to another down the road brought 
men out waiting, who caught the horse. 
Hinkle was extricated, but expired in a 
few minutes. His skull was fractured, 
his jaw crushed, and his Jeft leg broken.

Judge Cohen or­

sons4who had attempted suicide, and 
Is now seeking to extend Its member­ 
ship among the prisoners In the Pas­ 
saic county Jail. 


According to the theory advanced 
by Sheriff Radcliffe, the prisoners 
drew lots at supper in the evening and 
tho man who drew the shortest straw 
was to commit suicide.

die. 
On the evening before his death 
Sheriff Radcliffe noticed a mysterious 
drawing of straws and for that reason 
ordered his trustees to watch all the 
prisoners carefully. 
Masker hanged 
himself ftt about ten o’clock Jn the 
qgenlng. 


The first death traced to the suicide 
club was that of Rudolph Htrausberg 
awaiting trial on a charge of bigamy. 
His death W'as also by hanging.

tion on the French frontier. There is 
310 information regarding British cas- 
rualties.* 


This statement from the official bu- 


reau has aroused the utmost pessi- 
mism in London, as it had been con- 
fidently expected that the English 
and French would be able to with- 
stand the German assault. 


The French war office has confirmed 


the English report that the allies have 
Leen forced to retire to the French 
frontier. While this is tantamount to 
the declaration of defeat and tti great- 
est pessimism prevtils, the war of- 
fice makes itself clear that no undue 
concern should be felt. 


Defeat for the allies at this time- 


indicates that the offensive movement, 
-which began when the British troops 
reached Mons, has been terminated 
and that the original plan of defense 
must again be adopted.

The allies have failed in their first 
offensive movement against the Ger­ 
mans in Belgium and have been driv­ 
en back upon the 
French 
frontier. 
This was officially admitted by the of­ 
ficial press bureau, when it issued 
the following statement: 


“News has been received that the 
first line of defense has been taken, 
notwithstanding the withdrawal of a 
portion of the allied troops from the 
4ine of Sombre to the original posi­ 
tion on the French frontier. There is 
no information regarding British cas­ 
ualties/ 


This statement from the official bu­ 
reau has aroused the utmost pessi­ 
mism in London, as it had been con­ 
fidently 
expected 
that 
the English 
and French would be able to with­ 
stand the German assault. 


The French war office has confirmed 
the English report that the allies have 
been forced to retire to the French 
frontier. While this is tantamount to 
the declaration of defeat and Mi great­ 
est pessimism prevtils, the war of­ 
fice make« itself clear that no undue 
concern should be felt. 


Defeat for the allies at this time 
indicates that the offensive movement* 
which began when the British troops 
reached Mons, has been terminated 
and that the original plan of defense 
Bust again be adopted. 


The war office issued a statement 
calling attention to the fact that the 
general plajj of the allies was simply 
to check the German advance and to 
fcold them until the iiussians could 
«weep to Berlin. 


The retreat of 
the allies 
simply 
means that 
the 
strongly 
fortified 
town» will be manned and that the 
allies will await the German attack 
instead of precipitating a battle with 
disasterous results. The Germans are 
pushing toward France through three 
Talleys—Scheldt, Dender and Sambre, 
The entrance into France will pro­ 
bity be made south of Mons, and the 
ck y of Mauberge, which is heavily 
fortified, will be the first touched by 
the Germans.

Should the reports be true that the 
army of thf Crown Prince lias been 
victorious near Metz, it is probable 
tbat an invasion will be made south 
of Luxemberg, Lunneville, Spincourt 
and Nanck are now reported to betln 
Oie hands of the Germans, but only 
the first city in admitted lost by the 
war office.
